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Parkside Estate homeowners, calls attention to a large boulder and smaller 
rocks and stones which area residents claim are being used for fill rather 
than the promised ‘‘fill dirt suitable for planting.”’ 


Affirmative Action 
Policy For District 


An Affirmative Action Policy is 
being prepared by the Yorba Linda 
School District to comply with 
federal law which requires all school 
districts to have such a policy 
adopted and specific hiring goals set 
by January 1, 1976. 

At the last meeting the Board of 
Trustees reviewed a suggested 
policy formulated by the administra- 
tion. Superintendent Sterling Fox 
said the policy would place the 
district ‘‘in balance with the school 
population and the community 
population.”’ 

He added that it would mean 
drawing up entirely new employ- 
ment applications which would be 
substantially different from those 
now in use. 

The suggested policy providing 
for equal employment opportunity, 
reads as follows: 

The policy of the Yorba Linda 
School District is one of nondiscri- 
mination for all employees and 
applicants in every facet of the 
District’s operation. This policy 
guarantees equal employment and 
opportunity for advancement to all, 
regardless of race, religious creed, 
color, national origin, ancestry, 
physical handicap, or sex. 

Accordingly, an Affirmative 
Action Program is established to 
assure equal employment and 
opportunity by recruiting, employ- 


ing, assigning, compensating, 
evaluating, training, promoting, 
transferring, disciplining, demot- 
ing, and terminating all employees 
based upon their own abilities, 
achievement, experience and ac- 
tions, without regard to race, 
religious creed, color, national 
origin, ancestry, physical handicap, 
or sex. 

It is the responsibility of each 
member of management to comply 


with the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Policy of the District. 
This policy will be affected 


throughout the District, publicized 
throughout the community, and 
made explicit in all District manuals 
and publications. 

A nondiscrimination clause will be 
included in all of the District’s 
contracts with suppliers, vendors, 
concessionaires, and services. 

The board made only one change 
in suggested administrative pro- 
cedures to implement the policy. 
They deleted from the steps and 
added to the forward the condition 
that the superintendent ‘‘report 
annually to the board each 
February."’ 

The superintendent would be 
designated as the district’s Equal 
Employment Opportunity Officer 
and would be responsible for the 
implementation and administration 
of the Affirmative Action Program.

But that just would not produce 
the amount of cash needed to get 
that done, so the ante was jumped 
up to 3,000 Ibs. of aluminum, 
enough to bring $450 into the pot. 


Lee sparked the interest of Yorba 
Linda Rotary, and that group dug in 
to boost the project. Rotary devised 
a method of collection. Big green 
bins located in key Yorba Linda 
spots. 


Rotarian Dave Collett, head of 
Yorba Linda Disposal Service, 
furnished some trash bins.

A group of homeowners along 
Brookmont Drive in Yorba Linda 
have begun legal proceedings 
against the Parkside Estates 
Project. Leo Mann, 5981 Brookmont 
Drive, spokesman for the group, 
claims that Presley of California has 
breached a written agreement with 
the homeowners requiring the 
developer to ‘‘utilize clean fill dirt 
suitable for planting.’’ Instead, 
Presley is said to be filling the 
depression with soil containing large 
rocks and boulders, concrete, debris 
and trash. 

Mann states that when the 
contractor began building homes in 
the apron of vacant land between the 
homes on Brookmont Drive and 
Yorba Linda Country Club, Admini- 
strative Vice President William G. 
Thrash of Presley of Southern 


California, signed a _ written 
agreement with the homeowners 
whose backyards face the construc- 
tion area pledging to grade their rear 
yards level with the existing 
backyards with clean fill dirt suitable 
for planting. 

Filling and grading operations 
began on November 1 and, 
according to Mann, the difference in 
levels was filled with unsuitable fill. 
The grading foreman allegedly told 
neighborhood women that he was 
only authorized to use six to eight 
inches of topsoil. 

Mann points out that the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture feels that 
six to eight inches of topsoil is only 
good for turf or bedding plants and 
therefore, the homeowners would 
not be able to plant trees or bushes 
along their fence line.

Is Headache 


A traffic situation which has long 
been recognized as dangerous but 
has defied solution is again drawing 
considerable attention. 

The situation exists at the 
intersection of South Ohio and 
Mountain View. 

It was discussed at length by the 
City Council last week during a 
public hearing on an appeal to a 
denial of a variance. 

A potential home builder, Bruce 
Campbell, had appealed the denial 
of the Planning Commission for his 
variance for a lot depth adjustment. 

Among all the factors was the one 
about the traffic safety problem at 
the location. Several comments from 
council members indicated that 
building the Campbell and two other 
homes would aggravate’ the 
problem. 

The person who owns the property 
on which Campbell wants to build 
said there is a ‘‘simple solution to 
the problem by installing three-way 
stop signs.’’ 

In addition, the Traffic Committee 
took up the matter last Thursday, as 
the result of a request by a citizen for 
stop signs. 

Consulting Traffic Engineer Hank 
Mahle said the matter was 
continued to the next meeting. He 
said it has been before the 
committee several times but needs 
further study before making a 
decision or taking an action.

The company reportedly ignored 
repeated complaints about the 
quality of fill from these people, and, 
in fact, Thrash could never be 
reached but simply kept the 
machines rolling, Mann declared. 

The homeowners have retained 
the Tustin law firm of Flagel, Giles, 
Callahan and Basinger to institute 
legal proceedings to stop the filling 
operations. 

A registered letter of November 5 
formally revoked permission to 
enter onto the homeowners property 
and threatened to seek a temporary 
restraining order from the court 
compelling the builder to live up to 
the agreement. Attorney Callahan 
issues the following statement: 

‘*The contractors seem to feel that 

this situation is ‘no big deal’ 

because it only involves a few feet 


of these people’s backyards. 
However, these people are going 
to be planting trees and watching 
their kids grow up in those back- 
yards. They are entitled to have 
their own backyards the way they 
want them. We feel that the issue 
here is a simple one: the Presley 
Company should live up to its 
agreement, and if we have to we 
are prepared to go to court to see 
that it does. The day has passed 
when these things are decided by 
pitting a ten-thousand-pound 
bulldozer against a housewife.”’ 
The City Engineering Department 
allegeldy instructed the contractor 
not to fill the homeowner's 
backyards with piles of rocks found 
on the construction property, but 
Mann claims these instructions were 
not followed.

Do you as a resident of Yorba 
Linda have a drainage problem, 
chuck hole in your street, need 
information about weed abatement, 
street sweeping or a _ grading 
permit? If so, you can contact the 
City’s Public Works/Engineering 
Department for assistance. 

With the City’s rapid growth in 
recent years and the resultant 
increase in the service requirements 
of the citizens of Yorba Linda for the 
Public Works discipline, the City, in 
July of 1974, took a positive step in 
meeting these needs with the 
formation of an ‘‘in-house’’ Public 
Works Department. 

The new Public Works Depart- 
ment was organized around two 
major functions, namely, the 
Engineering Division and Mainten- 
ance Division which includes park 
maintenance. 

Prior to 1974, these functions 
were performed exclusively through 
contract agreement with private 
firms. With the City’s growth, both 
in population and in area, and the 
increased demand for service by the 
department, an economical analysis 
was performed that indicated it was 
more desirable to provide ‘‘in- 
house’ capabilities for many of 
these service requirements. 

In addition to the increase level of 
service provided by ‘‘in-house’’ 
staff, the City realized a consider- 
able cost savings over previous 
years. 

A comparison of the fiscal years

fiscal year and now owns more than 
$45,000 worth of vehicles and 
equipment. 

The 1975-1976 fiscal year budget 
projects a total operating cost for the 
department of $279,000 resulting in 
savings of $44,000 over 1974-1975 
fiscal year or $151,000 over 
1973-1974 fiscal year. 

It is significant that these savings 
were made during a perior of high 
inflation. 

The Public Works Department is 
under the direction of the Public 
Works Director/City Engineer, Roy 
F. Stephenson. Mr. Stephenson and 
members of his staff are available to 
assist the public in a variety of 
requests. ns, 

Some examples of inquiries that 
should be directed to the Public 
Works Department include weed 
abatement, street trees, street and

To the Editor: 

The parade was a great success. 
The enthusiasm shown by the 
participants and spectators was a 
welcome change from the day to day 
problems that face all of us. 

We all owe a big thanks to the 
Parade Committeé and their work 
teams. And to the homeowners in 
the staging area who were not able 
to get in and out, a big thanks. 

Being President of the Yorba 
Linda Country Riders it is not the 
easiest task to maintain an air of 
friendship and understanding be- 
tween horse owners and non-horse 
people. 

The last two years we have been 
assembled in residential areas with 
a normal waiting period of one hour. 
In this time it is not unusual for an 
animal to relieve himself several 
times. 

Multiply this by 40 horses, you 
can easily see the problem. 
Fortunately, we have a fine City 
Staff and responsible horse owners 
who joined together after the parade 
to clean the streets and then wash 
then down. 

This, however, does not relieve 
the misery that the homeowners are 
subjected to for the two hours of odor 
and debris on their streets. 

Riding in the parade I was aware 
of the tremendous increase in the 
crowd this year over last. A solution 
to both problems would be to reverse 
the parade route and use the large 
triangle of property between 
Imperial, Lemon and Eureka as the 
staging area. 

Then move the parade south on 
Eureka to Yorba Linda Blyd., turn 
north to Lemon, then west to Main 
Street, south to Imperial, west to 
Plumosa, north to Mabel Paine 
School. 

There the bands and floats could 
be routed through to Eureka. The 
horse groups could continue to 
Bastanchury or around to the 
staging area. 

The parade route would be 
significantly lengthened to accom- 
modate the increased crowd. The 
horse oriented groups, bands, floats 
and parade vehicles would not abuse 
the rights of property owners.
